Services Never Adequately bom- 
memorated by Nation 


WANTS LARGE STANDING ARMY 


Says Present One Is Barely Commen- 
surate With Increase In Population 
and Wealth of the Country—Unveil- 
ing of Monument to Memory of Men 
Who Fell In Conflict at Gettysburg 


Gettysburg, Pa., June 1.—Monday 
Was the day of tardy honor to the 
“Regulars” at Gettysburg. An impos- 


fug shaft of granite, erected by con- 
gress to the memory of those of the 
regularly enlisted forces who fell in 
the three days’ fighting about the 
Round Tops and at the Bloody Angle, 
Was unveiled by the  president’s 
@aughter, Miss Helen H. Taft, while 
President Taft himself eulogized offi- 
cers and men of the United States 
army, past and present.

the present standing army. He de- 
elared the necessity of maintaining 
always a standing army of appreciable 
size to serve as the nucleus for a 
greater armed force in time of need. 

President Taft described the preju- 
@ice which has often arisen against 
the possible aggressions of a regular 
army and a professional soldiery and 
of the corresponding difficulty in 
arousing that love for and pride in the 
army which expresses itself today and 
has frequently expressed itself in the 
past in the navy. 

The president asserted that the ser- 
vices of the regular army have never 
been adequately commemorated by 
fongress or the nation. “The profes- 
sion of arms has always been an hon- 
rable one,” he declared. The pres- 
ent army he described as the largest 
én the history of the country, but not 
larger in proportion to the increase in 
population and wealth than in the 
earlier years of the republic. 

“All honor,” exclaimed Mr. Taft, 
“to the regular army of the United 
States. Never in its history has it 
had a stain upon its escutcheon.” 

The ceremonies of the unveiling were 
simple. Miss Taft pulled the silken 
cord which released the flags draped 
about the monument, and in falling 


one of them caught on a bronze eagle | 


decorating one of the inscribed tab- 
lets. A trooper gave the fiag a tug, 
but it could not be released until quite 


a hole had been torn in the fold of the | 


Stripes. 

The president spoke from a plat- 
form erected near the monument. He 
was followed by Secretary Dickinson, 


who presented the monument to the 
battlefield commission, the speech of 
acceptance being delivered by Colonel 
Nicholson, chairman of the commis- 
sion. 

After the unveiling, the president 
walked to the base of the towering 
granite column and there reviewed the 
troops When the review was con- 
cluded, the presid hurried back to 
the city and to his waiting train. He 
Was escorted i oop of cavalry 
which had to go at a full gallop at 
times to keep up with the presidential 
pariy. The president left at 5:45 p. 
m. for Washington. 

On his way to Gettysburg from 


Pittsburg the president's car was side- 
tracked at York for two hours, and 
during his stay he made a brief speech 
in which he declared his hope of the 
early enactment of a tariff bill—‘“if 
the Lord will only be good and send 
some real hot weather in June.”

MAKING GLASS RINGS, | 


Interesting Experiment With Oil 


and a Bottle. i 


It is always a great satisfaction to ; 
make something out of nothing, anda | 
bottle with a broken off neck is worth | 
just about nothing and is generally 
considered as fit only for the ash pile. 
But there is a better way to treat it | 
than that. In fact, it may be turned | 
into a neat and serviceable vessel, or} 
you may make out of it a number of 
glass rings that may not be of any 
particular service, but they certainly 
will be curiosities. 

Place the broken bottle on the table 
and pour oil into it until it reaches a 
point just below the jagged edge.

BEFORE AND AFTER. 
Your object is to cut off this jagged 
part and leave the rim smooth all} 
around. In other words, you si 
convert the broken bottle into a sort of 
tumbler. All you have to do is to 
plunge into the oil a redhot poker and

the glass will suddenly break straight | 
around on a level with the oil. | 
That will give you a vessel that the 
cook will be sure to find use for. The 
only trouble is that she will bring you 
all the broken bottles she can find for 
similar treatment. 

Now, if you want to make rings, say, | 
half an inch in width, pour out half 
an inch of the oil each time and use | 
the redhot poker as above directea.—|

FACTS ABOUT PINS. | 
How These Indispensable Little a 
cles Are Manufactured. | 

A few centuries ago pins were so 
expensive that only the rich could af. | 
ford them. The poorer people used | 
long thorns, fishbones or splinters of; 
wood. | 

At the time of the Rerclemanary| 
war pins were made of iron and had | 
one end filed to a point and a piece of | 
fine wire twisted around the other end} 
for a head. 

In the early days of the United 
States pins were all made in Europe, 
and they became so scarce when the 
war of 1812 stopped their importation 
that the price rose to a dollar a pack- 
age. 

Nowadays in our big pin factories | 
pins are made of fine wire just the 
thickness of pins. This wire is first 
straightened to take out the kinks and 
is then cut into pin lengths. One end 
of the wire is then struck so sharply 
that it flattens out and forms the head. | 
Next the pins fall through a slot just | 
wide enough to allow the stems of the | 
pins to pass through. Hanging thus by 
their heads, the lower end of the pin 
blank is filed to a point. 

The pins are now ready for ie | 
finishing touches. They are boiled in 
weak beer to remove the grease apd | 
dirt. Then a caldron is filled with Wl- 
ternate layers of pins and tin grains, 
over which certain chemicals are pour- 
ed, and it is then put on the fire to 
boil. The pins emerge from this bath 
coated with tin, and after being wash- 
ed in clean water and polished aoe 
they shine they are ready to be stuck 
in the papers in which we buy them.

To Make New Colors.

MOURNING ETIQUETTE. 


Conventional Time For Wearing the 
Trappings of Wos. 

A widow may resume ber society 
life after the first month of her widow- 
hood has expired. in so fur as paying 
ealls is concerned, and after two 
months she u@y uttend smal! informat 
gatherings and concerts. When three 
months have expired she may accept 
and give invitations to small dinners. 
This is the modern seclusion, but 
elderly women frequently make a 
compromise between the short and the 
long seclusion and do not accept or 
give invitations until six months have 
expired. 

Next in importance is the period of 
mourning for a father or mother. This 
extends over twelve months, but a 
great difference consists in the period 
during which half mourning is worn. 
For instance, an unmarried daughter 
residing at honre would wear black 
during ten months and half mourning 
for two months. A married daughter, 
on the other hand, living at a distance 
from her girlhood’s home, would wear 
black for eight months and half mourn- 
ing for four months or black for six 
months and half mourning for the 
same time. Then, again, young girls 
still.4n the scheolroom, of ages from 
ten to fourteen, are not expected to 
wear black longer than three months 
and to go into half mourning at the 
expiration of that time, commencing 
with black and white, followed by 
grays and half mourning shades. Lit- 
tle children are not put into mourn- 
ing, but wear white with black trim- 
mings. The seclusion followed on the 
death of a parent is but slight. Call- 
ing is resumed after the first fortnight 
and invitations accepted, as a rule, 
after six weeks or two months, save 
to balls and dances, 

Next in order comes the mourning 
for a brother or sister. This period 
varies from four to six months, Black 
is worn during four months and half 
mourning for two months, or black is 
worn for:three months and half 
mourning for the same length of time. 
For relations by marriage, a brother- 
in-law or sister-in-law, four months is 
the regulation time. It may be said 
that the mourning worn by a wife for 
her husband's brother or sister is usu- 
ally longer than that worn for her sis- 
ter’s husband. 

Formerly the period of mourning for 


grandparents was nine months, but 
now it is seldom longer than six 
months. This is divided into four 


months of black in the case of the 
granddaughters being unmarried and 
two months of half mourning. But if 
they are married and reside in anoth- 
er town black is usually worn for 
three months and half mourning for 
three months. 

One word as regards the mourning 
worn for an uncle or aunt. The pe 
riod is three months, and black {is 
worn for two months and half mourn- 
ing for one month, or there may be a 
shorter period, six weeks, during 
which time black is worn and no half 
mourning. ‘This short period is only 
followed by married nieces who live 
far away from their relatives. 


For a Summer Veranda. 

The girl who wishes to render the 
verandas of the summer cottage at- 
tractive should take time by the fore- 
lock and make up an assortment of 
pillow covers. One of the most serv- 
iceable tops is of a new material which 
closely resembles leather and comes 
in red, blue, green and leather shades 
made up plainly and fringed with im- 
itation leather fringe. 

Burlap covera are embroidered with 
flower, foilage and bird designs or 
with fringe made by fraying the edges 
of the face and back of the pillow 
top. 

Lingerie pillows are of muslin all 
over embroidery, of batiste banded 
and frilled with embroidery and of 
dotted and sprayed swiss. Any of the 
flowered lawns are pretty if finished 
with wide ruffles, and so are the 
Scotch ginghams striped in two tones 
of one color. Some of them have @ 
broken tartan plaid border that makes 
an effective ruffle. Scotch madras in 
two tone or solid colors furnishes @ 
serviceable and smart looking pillow 
top, and there are most attractive 
plain French linens in such shades a3 
wistaria, catawba, champagne, van- 
dyke brown and old rose. 

Ecru scrim is an excellent material 
for a porch pillow cover and is charm- 
ing when decorated with Dalmatian 
embroidery in oriental color combina- 
tions with embroidery silk. Cream 
colored scrim is used without a pat- 
tern, as is also the work 

For the Doeblinger work, done on 
colored monks’ cloth, the eight fold 
Germantown yarn’ is used to develop 
art nouveau or oriental patterns. 

A Safe Thing to Do. 

When purchasing the material for a 
blouse or dress\it is as well to get half 
yard or so more, in view of altera- 
tion contingencies. If the dressmaker 
ean be prevailed upon return any 
pieces of waste the extra half yard 
might not be needed; also should the 
wearer be the maker of the blouse or 
bodice in question. But, of course, 
much depends on the style and the 
quantity purchased, as in many cases 
the pieces left over are not enough to 
do much in the way of renovation.

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SEVERAL DROWNED 
IN QUINGY WATERS 


High Wind Sunday Causes Sev- 
eral Fatal Accidents 


Owing to the very high wind Sun- 
day there were several drowning acci- 
dents in the harbor as well as sever- 
al narrow escapes. 

During the morning two men, who 
appeared to be Swedes visited Har- 
vey’s landing at Houghs Neck and 
hired a boat to go fishing. They did 
not give their names and were not 
known to Mr. Harvey. Later in the 
day the boat was capsized off Pember- 
ton in Hull Gut and the men drowned 
in front of thirty or more men who 
were unable to go to their assistance 
as all boats in that vicinity were se- 
curely fastened. Mr. Harvey does not 
know who the men were. 

Monday relatives of Albion Hen- 
drickson aged 20 years of 13 Franklin 
street and Charles Alfred Mattson 
aged 27 years of Arthur street report- 
ed that they were missing and it is 
thought they are the two men 
drowned. They left home early Sun- 
day morning to go fishing and nothing 
has since been heard from them. 

The description given of the men 
who hired the boat of Mr. Harvey 
tallies with that of the two missing 
men. 

Hendrickson was unmarried but had 


a brother. in Quincy. Mattson was 
married and had a wife and four chil- 
dren. 


The Yacht Whisper owned by Harry 
Henderson was capsized off the Wol- 
laston Yacht club house in Quincy 
Bay and the skipper rescued in an ex- 
hausted condition by three young men 
who went to his rescue. 

George Field of Providence, 
Field and Clifford Bean 
shore and saw the yacht capsize. They 
ran to a dory tender and put out 
to his rescue. It was with considera- 
ble difficulty that they reached their 
power boat which was anchored a 
mile from shore. In this they hur- 
ried to Henderson’s rescue. He was 
then clinging to the bottom of his 
overturend boat and nearly exhausted. 

Raymond Lindberg of South Boston 
was drowned off Thompsons Island 
and four other men in the boat with 
him had a narrow escape. The five 
men were cruising in a yacht when 
a puff of wind capsized them. Lind- 
berg sank immediately. The others 
clung to the overturned boat until 
rescued. The body was not recovered.

MOVE NOT VERY SUCCESSFUL 


No Cars Taken From Barns After 
Early Evening Because of Hostile

Philadelphia, June 1.—Strikebreak- 
ers from other cities were put to work 
Monday in an effort to break the strike 
of the motormen and conductors of the 
street car lines of this city. Not- 
withstanding these importations not a 
car left any of the barns after 8 
o'clock last night and at 10 o’clock the 
last car had been taken off for the 
night. 

Incensed at strikebreakers being 
brought here, sympathizers of the 
Striking street car men made demon- | 
Strations at the car barns where the 
new men are quartered and many ar- 
rests were made. Many of the pris- 
oners were charged with nothing 
more than calling names. Consider- 
ing the number of men on strike there 
have been remarkably few acts of

‘THE BURYING BEETLE. 


Dead Mice and Birds Secreted as Food 
For Its Young. 

People often wonder what becomes 
of the dead‘mice and dead birds, for, | 
though birds and mice are constantly | 
dying in large numbers, hardly one is | 
ever to be seen. The fact is that they | 
are buried by beetles. Buchner gives | 
a brief account of them as follows: 

“Several of them unite together to, 
bury under the ground, as food and | 
shelter for their young, some dead ani- 
mal, such as a mouse, a toad, a mole, | 
a bird, etc. The burial is performed | 
because the corpse, if left above| 
ground, would either dry up or grow | 
rotten or be eaten by other animals. 
In all these cases the young would 
perish, whereas the dead body lying in | 
the earth and withdrawn from 
outer air lasts very well. 

“The burying beetles go to work in 
a very well considered fashion, for 
they scrape away the earth lying un- 
der the body so that it sinks of itself 
deeper and deeper. When it is deep! 
enough it is covered over from above. | 
If the situation is stony, the beetles, | 
with united forces and great efforts, , 
drag the corpse to some place more 
suitable for burying. They work so! 
diligently that a mouse, for instance, , 
is buried within three hours. But they | 
often work on for days, so as to bury | 
the body as deeply as possible. From 
large carcasses, such as those of horses, 
sheep, etc., they only bury pieces as 
large as they can manage.” 

There can be no doubt of the intelli- | 
gence of these strange insects, as a 
gentleman discovered in a rather curi- 
ous way. He desired to dry a dead 
toad, and for that purpose he fastened 
it upon the top of an upright stick. | 
The burying beetles, however, were 
soon attracted by the smell, and, find-' 
ing that they could not reach the toad, 
they undermined the stick, causing it 
to fall with the toad, which was then 
duly buried.—Our Animal Friends. i

MEETING QUINCY

General Discussion on Matters 
of Local Interest.

A regular meeting of the Quincy 
Board of Trade was held Wednesday 
evening at the rooms of the Board in 
the Adams building. President John 
R. Richards ‘presided and at the busi- 
ness session one new member was ad- 
mitted. 

Matters of interest to Quincy were 
then informally. Peter T. 
Fallon brought up the trolley freight 
subject and there was quite a 
cussion on this matter in which sev 
eral took part. No definite 
taken however. 

The finding of a layer of soft mater- 
ial resembling putty in the old Fred- 
erick & Field quarry was brought up. 

Mr. Fallon the present owner of the 
quarry explained the find. He said 
that when the blast had been fired and 
workmen went to the place to pry 
away the loosened stones, they found a 
layer of soft material that resembled 
putty. It was about five feet long and 
10 feet across and contained about 10 
or 15 tons of this soft material which, 
in the sunlight, seems to be filled with 
minute particles of glass-like mater- 
ial. 

When the material was scooped 
away from ‘the granite walls, the lat- 
ter were found to be blackened as 
though by fire. At the outer edges o 
the mass the substance had hardened 
into small pieces of crystal the size 
of pebbles. The mass was lifted to 
the top of the quarry and dumped to 
one side.

samples of it to Harvard college and 


the Institute of Technology for ex- 
amination. 
It was reported that geologists 


trom Harvard coliege would probably 
visit Quincy some day this week and 
examine the quarry.

The city authorities are not dis- 
couraged at the unsatisfactory results 
of the dust preparation sprinkled on 
our streets some weeks ago but in- 
tend to make a new test of an oil that 
comes from California. It is said to 
be odorless and will not make a crust 
on the top earth which later will 
crumble up and blow away as happen- 
ed with the last preparation. This 
new oil is diluted with water in pro- 
portions of about 40 gallons of 
oil to 460 gallons’ of water 
and one sprinkling is thought to be 
sufficient to last 10 days. A trial was 
made yesterday on parts of Adams 
street, where the automobiles have 
worn great holes in the street. As far 
as could be judged the trial was a suc- 
cess but a wait of several days will be 
necessary before the final word of 
judgment is passed on the oil, In every 
city and town where automobiles are 
extensively used, the authorities are 
confronted with a serious proposition 
in saving the streets that would stand 
up under other vehicles. In our own 
city that splendid piece of road on 
Adams street, which was repaired 
but recently, is in bad condition be- 
cause of the speedy automobiles 
which passed over it by the hundreds 
every day. From Whitwell street ‘to 
the Milton line the street is a succes- 
sion of deep holes which have been 
scooped out by the rubber tires of the 
automobiles running at a terrific rate 
of speed. The same story comes from 
other towns and the road builders are 
confronted with a new problem in 
constructing a street that will stand 
the automobile traffic. The terrific 
suction of the rubber tires is a new 
force on our streets and the results 
are beginning to be manifest. The 
automobile has opened up a_ good 
many new lines of industry since it 
became a popular mode of transporta- 
tion and it bids fair to revolutionize 
the art of road building.

NEW SUNDAY LAW. 


Places may be Licensed to Sell Candy 
Fruit ete, on Lord’s Day. 


Under an act passed by the legisla- 
ture and approved by the Governor 
May 21, 1909 any city who accepts 
this act may grant licenses to persons 
to sell ice cream, confectionery, soda 
water and fruit on the Lord’s Day. 

Section one of the new law  pro- 
vides that “the licensing board may 
grant licenses to reputable persons 
who on secular days are retail deal- 
ers of ice cream, confectionery, soda 
water and fruit, to keep open their 
place of business on the Lord’s day

The act also provides that the fee 
for such license shall not be more 
than five dollars a year, and that the 
license may be suspended or revoked 
at any time ‘by the board granting the 
same. The act however does not ap- 
ply ‘to druggists. 

Here in Quincey two-thirds of the 
places now licensed as common 
victuallers do not make any pretences 
of serving food although to comply 
with the law their places of business 
are equipped to serve food. 

Practically all these places desire 
to open on the Lord’s day in order to 
sell, such articles as soda, confection- 
ery and fruit. 

The city however can charge no fee 
for a common victualler’s license and 
the only thing that can be done is to 
compel the parties to comply with 
the law. 

If the City Council accepts the new 
law it will give the Chief of Police an 
opportunity to straighten these plac- 
es out and he can force those that are 
using the common victualler’s license 
as a cloak to allow them to do busi- 
ness on Sundays to take out a 
license under the new law and pay 
the fee fixed by the City Council.

Member of Boston Common 
Council Gets Two Years 


BONSPIRED TO DEFRAUD CITY 


Attorney Who Was Implicated With 
Him In Making Out False Order For 
Law Books Must Serve a Year— 
Former Alderman Who Worked 
Graft Game Receives Sentence of 


Three Years 


Boston, June 4.—Leo F. McCul- 
lough, president of the Boston com- 
mon council last year, was last night 
sentenced to serve two years at hard 
labor in the house of correction and 
Attorney James T. Cassidy was sen- 
tereed to serve one year at hard labor 
in the house of correction, both 
having been convicted of conspiracy 
to defraud the city and of the larceny 
of $200 by making out a false order 
for a set of law books. 

At the same session former Alder- 
man George H. Battis was sentenced 
to serve three years at hard labor in 
the house of correction, having been 
convicted of the larceny of money 
from the city in connection with the 
purchase of prizes for Fourth of July 
athletic contests under the auspices 
of the city in the years 1906 and 1907. 

The McCullough-Cassidy case was 
the outcome of an order passed by the 
common council during McCullough’s 
presidency, giving the president au- 
thority to draw on the city for $200 
for the purchase of a set of law books 
for the president’s office use. 

Cassidy presented an order for the 
money, with a receipt from McCul- 
lough that he had delivered the books 
to him. An investigation disclosed 
the fact that Cassidy had never sold 
the books to McCullough and that Mc- 
Cullough had no set of law books for 
which the city had paid over the $200. 

Battis was charged with having pre- 
sented raised receipts for the pur- 
chase of athletic trophies, thus secur- 
ing from the city several hundred dol- 
lars more than the actual cost of the 
trophies. 

McCullough was president of the 
common council of 1908, it being dur- 
ing that period that the finance com- 
mission made the expose of the coun- 
cilman, which was followed by his in- 
dictment by the Suffolk county grand 
jury. 

The resignation of McCullough was 
read and accepted by the common 
council at its regular session last 
night. 

The resignation was read by the 
secretary in the regular order of busi- 
ness and was as follows: 

“For the purpose of saving the body 
of which I am a member any of the 
odium which may attach to my un- 
fortunate position, I resign my mem- 
bSership in the common council.”

New York, June 4.—Carmeila 
Landria, 12 years old, gave her life 
last night to save her 2-year-old sis- 
ter, Concetta, from being run down 
by a trolley car. 

The two were crossing the street 
when the baby, escaping from her 
sister’s care, stepped almost directly 
{n front of a car. Carmella just had 
time to push her sister into safety, 
but not enough to get clear herself. 
The car passed over her body and she 
was instantly killed.

CURED OF LEPROSY 


Many Persons Long Confined 
Molokai Colony to Be Freed 
Honolulu, June 4.—After some of 
them had spent twenty years of their 
life in the leper settlement on the is- 
land of Molokai, ten supposed lepers 
were yesterday declared to be free of 
the*disease, following a re-examina- 
on. 
Eleven persons were brought to 
Honolulu for examination at the in- 
stance of a_ legislative committee. 
Only one of the eleven re-examined 
was found to have leprosy, but some 
of the older freed patients will peti- 
tion to be returned to the island of 
Molokai, as they have been shut off 
from the world and their friends so 
long that they have no other place to 
go.

Boston, June 5.—In the $76,450,-

was during the cross-examination of 
Mr. Billings by Dewey. 

“Do you think I got newspaper 
notoriety in my campaign?” he asked. 

Judge Sherman sustained an objec- 
tion on the part of the defense, and 
Dewey began to argue the matter. 

“If we discuss every bit of evidence 
in this case we'll never get through,” 
said Sherman. 

Dewey replied, “Well, I'm used to 
doing it that way.” 

“I see you are,” rejoined the court. 

“There are three classes of law go- 
ing on here,” continued Dewey; “you, 
your honor, represent the positive 
law, I the natural law and the de- 
fendants the school of scandal.” 

When the laughter had subsided 
somewhat, in answer to the rapping 


for order of the court officer, Sher- 
man dryly replied, “Now you've 
sprung your litttle joke, goon.” The 
spectators laughed again. 

“It’s you they’re laughing at,” 
said Dewey, addressing the court. 
“No, no, not you personally, your 


bonor, but your decision.” 

Bang! bang! bang! went the gavel 
of the court officer, and it was some 
moments before quiet was restored. 

Edward Billings, secretary of the 
Good Government association, was on 
the stand a greater part of both ses- 
sions, although Charles K. Cobb, a 
Boston attorney; Fletcher Ranney, an 
attorney; George B. Stebbings, as- 
sistant clerk of the municipal court, 


and John B. Wright were called by 
Dewey. 
In vain did Dewey attempt to get 


permission for the other witnessés of 
the day to testify as to his reputation 
with reference to veracity and truth, 
but repeatedly the court sustained 
the objections of the defense.

Men Agree to Accept 
Cents an Hour and Other Terms Of- 


Twenty-Two 


fered by Traction Company—Will 
Demand Further Advance If Books 
of Company Show It to Be Warrant- 
ed—Further Rioting Occurs 


Philadelphia, June 5.—The strike 
of the employes of the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company, which began 
One week ago this morning, has end- 
ed, and at the same hour the men 
quit their positions on May 29 they 
again took up their burden today, fol- 
lowing the deportation of the 450 
strike breakers who came here from 
New York. 

The termination of the trouble be- 
tween the company and its employes 
was brought about primarily by State 
Senator McNichol, the Republican 
leader of this city, at conferences 
with the traction officials and the 
strikers’ representatives. 

The delegates chosen by the strikers 
met ana discussed the propositions 
which had been made by the traction 


people. After being in session nearly 
all day the men agreed to accept 22 
cents an hour. The old “swing sys- 


tem” has been abolished; ten hours 
will constitute a day’s work; all em- 
ployes will be permitted to purchase 
their uniforms in the open market; all 
future differences are to be adjusted 


between the company and a grievance | 


committee chosen by the employes. 

If, after an investigation by the city 
comptroller of the books of the com- 
pany, it can be shown that more than 
22 cents an hour can be paid without 


crippling the finances of the Rapid 
Transit company, then the men will 
insist upon a further advance in 
| wages. 

A sub-committee of seven ecm- 
lines: which was chosen by the 
committete of nineteen—one from 
each car barn—met and ratified the 
agreement with the company. The 
elevated men are also to receive an 
increase of 1 cent an hour. 

| Notwithstanding that- the strike, to 


> | all intents and purposes, was practi- 


cally settled before 6 o'clock last 
} evening, no effort was made to run 
‘cars after dusk. There were several 
incipient riots in the northeastern sec- 
tion of the city early in the evening, 
but the crowds , which congregated 
were soon driven to shelter by rain. 

There was a small riot at Twelfth 
and York streets, where a mob of 
several hundred persons took up a 
position along the elevated tracks 
of the Reading railroad and pelted a 
passing car with rocks, coal and 
bricks.

destroying the car, made a rush for 
it, but a score of policemen drew 
their revolvers and fired several shots 
into the air. The crack of the fire- 
arms had a quieting effect upon the 
lawless crowd and they withdrew in 
double-quick time. Ther halt 
a dozen arrests.

‘LONG A QUINGY 
SCHOOLTEACHER 


‘Miss E. A. Newcomb, Teacher 
52 Years, Passes Away. 


Miss Emeline A. Newcomb, who last 
April,completed her 52 years of con- 
tinuous service as a teacher in the 
public schools of Quincy, passed 
away at her home on Hancock street 
Sunday morning aged 70 years. 

Two weeks ago Miss Newcomb took 
a severe cold but did not mind it at 


first. A week ago however the cold 
developed into pneumonia and _ al- 


though everything possible was done 
for her she passed away. 

Few school teachers have ever seen 
as long active service as had Miss 
Newcomb. She began to teach inh 
April 1857 at. the Willard school 
building and has continued to teach 
there ever since. No matter how 
severe the weather, if there was a 
session of school Miss Newcomb was 
sure/to be found at her desk. 

Two years ago upon the comple- 
tion of her fiftieth year of service her 
co-workers and friends, who included 
many who had taken their first steps 
to secure an education under her

one Miss Newcomb was _ presented 
with a purse of gold. 

Miss Newcomb continued to teach

}to sever her connection with the 
!schools at the close of the present 
month. 

Miss Newcomb must have had a 
premeditation that her days on earth 
were few for it was but recently she 
said to a friend that there had been 
a death in her family every year of 
late and that she felt sure that this 
year she too would go. 

The funeral of Miss Newcomb will 
be held Tuesday at 2.30 from her late 
residence 1061 Hancock street. 


GEOLOGISTS PUZZLED. 


Can not Understand Nature of Matter 
Found in Fallon’s Quarry. 


A party of geologisis from Harvard 
college spent the greater part of Sat- 
urday in examining the curious find 
made at the old Frederick & Field 
quarry now being operated by John 
Fallon & Sons.

One peculiar thing aboyt the mass 
is that while it is soft and putty like 
when found it becomes as hard as a 
rock when exposed to the air. 

Hundreds from Quincy and adjoin- 
ing towns visited the quarry Sunday 
and not a few of them carried away 
specimens of the matter.

INTO EIGHT MEN 


Awful Deed of a Maniac Ina 
Packing Establishment 


FIVE STABBED IN THE HEART 


Three Others In Critical Condition 
and Unlikely to Recover—First Man 
Assaulted Was a Government In- | 
spector, Who Is Practically Disem- 
bowelled—Powerful man _ Given 
Fearful Beating Before Overpowered 


- 


Cambridge, Mass., June 7.—The 
death of Dr. Daniel C. Hays, who was 
probably fatally stabbed by John Mur- 
phy, the hog butcher who slew five 
men and seriously wounded three oth- | 
ers at Somerville Saturday, is ex- 
pected hourly, while John Cheevas 
and Joseph Chicosk, the others to 
receive dangerous stabs, are both in| 
a critical condition and their recoy- 
ery doubtful. 

All three are at the Cambridge re- 
lief hospital. Dr. Hays is a govern- | 
ment inspé@tor of slaughter houses, 
87 years old, and has a family in 
Waltham. Cheevas and Chicosk are 
Poles, aged 29 and 24 years respect- 
ively, and living in this city. 

The men killed by Murphy 
Thompson Crowe, 42; Michael Yen- ! 
son, 48; John Carper, 21; Joseph L. 
Leveroni, 30, and Edwin Neurese, 20 

Murphy, who weighs 200 pounds, ' 
became violently insane while en- 
gaged at his regular occupation of 
killing pigs at the North Packing and 
Provision company, Somerville, and in | 
his mad lust for blood drove’ more) 
than 300 employes from the seven | 
floors of the building. He was finally | 
overpowered and disarmed in a fierce 
struggle after he had stabbed eight 
men. 

In a padded cell at the Somerville 
police station Murphy is still stark | 
mad and allows no one to approach 
him. As murder was committed the 
maniac will have to go through the | 
different courses of the law before he | 
can be adjudged insane and confined | 
in an asylum. 

Murphy was working on a platforin 
killing the pigs as they were swuns 
into the long room on the seventa 
floor of the building. Extending from 
the platform was a long bench at 
which the pigs were beidg dressed by 
125 workmen, while only ten feet 
away stood Dr. Hays, the govern- 
ment inspector. 

According to some of the workmen, 
Murphy had been acting peculiarly 
for some days, but he returned from 
his dinner Saturday noon apparently 
in good spirits. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock he suddenly 
uttered a terrific shriek and jumped | 
at Hays waving his 15-inch razor | 
edged knife in his hand. He cut) 
Hays a deep gash in the neck, 
stabbed him over the heart and prac- 
tically disembowelled him. | 

The terrified workmen leaped from | 
their places and rushed for the door, 
but were not quick enough for Mur- | 
phy, who ran after them, slashing | 
right and left. Every man whom he} 
struck went down with a groan, 

The crowd plunged downstarirs, | 
with Murphy after them, and at every 
landing he struck somebody. On the 
third floor he caught up with two of | 
the men, to whom he delivered death | 
blows. On the second floor one of the | 
workmen seized a heavy bar of iron | 
and felled Murphy to the floor, but 
before the others could come up Mur- 
phy was on his feet again and wound- 
ed another on the way to the street 
floor. There he was given another 
terrific blow on the head and his 
knife was wrenched from his hand. 
Two police officers came in to assist 
the crowd and Murphy was given a 
fearful beating before he was finally 
overpowered. 

So closely were the blows delivered 
and so accurate was the aim that 
every man was killed by being stabbed 
to the heart. Those who were wound- 
ed suffered great gashes in the back 
and on the arms, which they received 
in the flight downstairs. 

Murphy is 50 years old. He was 
regarded as one of the strongest men 
in the plant. He is married and has 
two children.

High Wind Aided In Destruction—| young manhood and the pose is both 


Loss Placed at $300,000 


Presque Isle, Me., June 8.—Fire 
swept an area of fully one-quarter of 


the village last night, burning 100 
dwelling houses, ten potato store- 


houses, the Canadian Pacific railway 
freight station, the Congregational 
chureh, Masonic hall and causing a 
loss estimated conservatively at $300,- 
000. 

The residences bubrned included 
some of the best in the village, al- 
though the greater number were of the 
poorer sort. Upwards of a thousand 
people are homeless. 

A high wind which prevailed all day 
is responsible largely for the extent 
of the disaster. It carried blazing 
embers a distance of a quarter of a 
mile in many cases and new fires 
quickly started in many places after 
the first fire was well under way. 

All the burned buildings were of 
frame construction and although they 
were not very close together, their 
shingled roofs were easily ignited by 
the showers of sparks. 

Steamers and volunteer fire com- 
panies from Houlton and Fort Fair- 
field assisted the local tiremen with 
their hydrant service, but even with 
this aid the blaze could not be said 


to be fairly under control until the 
wind had died down after all the 
northeasterly part of the town had 
been levelled and the flames had 


reached the woods and farming coun- 
try. 

The fire broke out in the kitchen of 
John Brown's boarding house on North 
Main street and it was seven hours 
before the work of destruction was 
finished. The burned section covers 
an area of half a square mile. 

From the boarding house the fiames 
communicated to the Congregational 
church and from that time it was en- 
tirely beyond control, the wind mak- 
ing the hydrant streams practically 
useless. 

Several persons were injured in 
various ways during the fire, but 
there were no fatalities. Miss Ethel 
Scott was injured in an automobile 
collision while assisting the fire suf- 
ferers. She was thrown from her 
machine, suffering severe contu- 
sions and possibly internal injuries. 

Every able-bodied man in the vil- 
lage turned out to assist in fighting 
the flames. All the stores and all the 
factories closed their doors and pro- 
prietors, clerks and operatives worked 
together to save property and assist 
the unfortunate. 

Every house in the town which es- 
caped the flames were thrown open to 
the fire sufferers and the churches and 
school buiidings were also a refuge 
for many. Hundreds spent the night 
in the open, guarding such effects as 
they had been able to save.

Boston, June 8.—-Unusual incidents 
continued Monday in the trial of the 
libel suit of former Judge Henry S 
Dewey against certain officials of the 
Good Government association, in 
which the damages are placed at 37t,- 
000,000, on the ground that Dewey was 
libelled in the mayoralty campaign of 
1905. 

Monday, in the course of the trial 
which Dewey is conducting in his own 
behalf, a long statement, which the 
court declared was an essay, was read 
to the jury by the consent of the de- 
fense and was found to contain Dew- 
ey’s opinions on Plato, Cicero, poetry, 


rhetoric, music, politics, religion, 
weather, stars, and the unwritten 
law. The paper was entitled: “The 
Work of a Police Court Justice.” 


Mr. Dewey in this essay divided law 
into four parts, the law of God, which 
he said was the eternal; the law made 
by the angels, or the celestial law 
the law of the inanimate, or the law 
of nature, and the law made for man.

Charge Against Prominent Chi- 
nese Merchant of Boston 


SEQUEL TO A CHINESE “PICKIG” 


Only Notary Public of His Race In 
United States Accused of Being Im- 
plicated In Smuggling Nearly Two 
Score Mongolians Into the Country 
—Bought Tickets Which Resulted In 
Their Landing In Boston 


Boston, June 8.—The campaign of 
the government inspectors to end the 
smuggling of Chinese into this coun- 
try in the vicinity of Boston, where it 
has been said to have flourished for 
many years, resulted last night in the 
arrest of Chin Shue, a prominent 
Chinese merchant of the city and the 
only notary public of that race in this 
country. 

The warrant upon which officers 
arrested Chin Shue charged him with 
“conspiracy to defraud the United 
States government in illegally smug- 
gling Chinamen into the country.” 

It is understood that the specific 
case against him is connected with 
the landing of nearly two score of 
Chinamen at Marblehead on Aug. 24, 
1906. Chin Shue is alleged to have 
purchased the railroad tickets for the 
transportation of the Chinamen from 
Marblehead to Boston. Chin Shue 
spent last night in Charles street jail, 
unable to furnish bonds of $5000. 

Until the trials growing out of the 
capture of the schooner Frolic at 
Providence a few years ago, when she 
had landed a cargo of Orientals, no 
correct explanation had been made of 
the gathering in the town of Marble- 
head on Aug. 24, 1906, of nearly two 
score of Chinamen. 

During the trial, however, the 
hitherto supposed picnic was shown to 
have been a carefully organized 
smuggling “party and the picknickers 
were Chinamen who had never be- 
fore set foot in this country. 

The projectors of the trip of the 
schooner Bonita to Marblehead and 
of the Frolic to Providence were de- 
clared at the trial to be identical. 


it Proved Fatal to Girl Who Was 
Sight-Seeing In New York 

New York, June 8.—On her first 
visit to New York and her first ride 
in an elevator Miss Lena Schoen- 
maker, 19 years old, one of a party of 
sightseers from Kingston, chaper- 
oned by Mrs. Charles M. Hall, was 
crushed to death when her head was 
caught between the floor of the ele- 
vator and the sixth floor of the Flat- 
iron building. 

Four of the girls with Mrs. Hall 
went shopping and visited the eighth 
floor of the Flatiron building. When 
they started to descend in the ele- 
vator, Lena fell forward in a faint, 
her head near the door of the car. 
The operator, who had seen a signal 
light burning ‘at the sixth floor for a 
stop as he dropped down, threw over 
the controlling lever. 

The car stopped with a bounce and 
started up again. As it did so the 
head of the prostrate girl rolled over 
the edge of the car and the protrud- 
ing ledge of the sixth floor caught and 
crushed her skull, broke her neck and 
crushed in her chest. She died in- 
stantly. 

The elevator boy was placed under 
arrest under a technjcal charge of 
homicide. Arraigned before’ the 
coroner, he was held in $5000 bail for 
the inquest.

Jackson, Mich., June 8.—Henry P. 
Fogelsang, formerly cashier of the 
failed Springport bank, who was ar- 
rested last December, charged with 
making false entries in his books and 
incorrect reports to the banking com- 
missioner, was last evening dis- 
charged by order of the prosecuting 
attorney. 

In the six months’ investigation the 
authorities have found that Fogelsand 
did not profit personally by his trans- 
actions, but was unfortunate in mak- 
ing bad loans of the bank’s funds.

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POLICE DEPT. 
GETS BUSY 


Digs Up Cellar of Granite 
St. House for Dead Body. 


The police department got busy for 
a short while Tuesday after receiving 
a report that the body of a child was 
buried in the cellar of a house on 
Granite street. The word came to the 
police through an agent of the state 
society for the prevention of cruelty 
to children who had been called to 
the house to take care of two chil- 
dren who were in a condition that 
suggested something should be done 
with them as it was evident the 
mother was not in condition to care 
them. While the agent was at 
the house it was reported to him that 
a baby had beer born there two 
weeks ago and that ‘t was thought the 
body was buried in the cellar. 

Chief of Police Burrell, Lieut. Mc- 
Kay and Acting Inspector Goodhue 
got busy on the case and interviewed 
the woman who was thought to have 
given birth to the child. She was 
found in a very weak state, not hay- 
ing had medical attendance through- 
out her sickness. She said a child 
had been born but was dead at the 
time of birth and had been carried to 
the cemetery by her husband and a 
friend. 

The ofiicers could find no records at 
any cemetery of the burial of the 
child and on looking up the husband 
it was found he was doing two 
months in the house of correction at 
Dedham for drunkenness. The police 
notified Medical Examiner Jones and 
City Physician Hallowell. The latter 
was called to give medical attention to 
the woman and the medical examiner 
Was wanted on hand in case the 
police should unearth the body. The 
officers dug through the cellar but 
found nothing and dug in places 
around the yard but to no purpose. 
After further questioning of the 
woman the officers learned that the 
child was not developed at the time 
of birth and that it had been disposed 
of in such a manner that there was 
no trace left. 

The two children were given over 
to the care of the overseer of the poor 
for the night and will be committed 
to the care of the state authorities 
and the mother was taken to the city 
farm for medical treatment.

location at Houghs Neck has been a 
continuous one for several months. 
A public hearing has been held on 
this subject once before and at sev- 
eral private hearings residents of 
Houghs Neck have been heard. By a 
curious turn of affairs the Houghs 
Neck school house lot is back at the 
beginning of the circuit again. The 
other two propositions are new ones. 
In the territory between Norfolk 
Downs and Montclair there seems to 
be a demand for a new school in order 
to accommodate many children in 
that growing section of the city and 
also to relieve the Quincy and Wol- 
laston schools of the present over- 
crowded conditions. The Bigelow 
Park section of the city lies between 
South and South Walnut streets, half- 
Way between the Centre and Point 
districts. A schoolhouse in that sec- 
tion, it is stated by the school board, 
will relieve the Washington, Codding- 
ton and Adams districts and spare 
many little ones the long walk of 
nearly two miles to the Washington 
school or the mile walk to either the 
Coddington and Adams schools. The 
matter of properly accommodating the 
school children of the city is fast be- 
coming a serious one. At the present 
time the appropriations for the school 
department take up over one third of 
the entire yearly expenses of the city. 
Time was, and it is not so long ago 
either, when the people of Quincy 
lived in well-defined groups, like the 
Center, the Point, South and West 
Quincy, Wollaston and Atlantic, A 
school house in each of those districts 
was sufficient but within the past few 
years Quincy has been paying the 
penalty of a rapidly growing city. 
People have come here so fast that 
the line of population has begun to 
stretch from the outlying districts 
mentioned above towards the Center 
and new localities, so to speak, have 
been added. As a result of this in- 
creased population the city has, in 
recent years, been obliged to erect 
the Massachusetts Fields, Lincoln, 
John Hancock, Cranch and Gridley 
Bryant schools and now that the 
population still continues to increase, 
it looks as if three new school hous- 
es would have to be added shortly. 
We doubt if such a marked increase 
in the number of school children can 
be duplicated in any Massachusetts 
city. It speaks volumes for the gen- 
eral increase of adult population a 
few years hence. If the ship yards 
continued to be a successful business 
proposition and if other business en 
terprise establish themselves here as 
seems likely to be the case now, a 
tremendous increase in the City’s 
population is due in a very short 
time. Residential sections north of 
Boston and even in the Dorchester 
district are beginning to feel the 
pinch of crowded conditions and the 
tide of home-making has got to come 
this way. Already we can see how 
the seashore resort of Houghs Neck is 
becoming a home for permanent resi- 
dents. A few years ago the Wollas- 
ton Park-Norfolk Downs section was 
rolling, meadow country. Today the 
place is covered with handsome homes 
and building is fast going on in the 
Montclair district, a place deemed in- 
accesible within a period of five years.

The Secretary of the Navy is not 
alone in being appalled at a condition 
at the Naval Academy which could re- 
sult in debarring from graduation, be- 
cause of physical disability, forty- 
three out of a class of a hundred and 
eighty midshipmen. And when it is 
recalled that last year, out of a gradu- 
ating class of two hundred, eight or 
more midshipmen were rejected after 
the physical test, the most obtuse 
must reach the conclusion that there 
is something radically defective in the 
system at the academy.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


As a rule the newspapers of this 
country have come to the conclusion 
that it is time for moderation in the 
alleged celebration of Independence 
Day, while some of them are going 
so far as to call for the drastic sup- 
pression of all the explosives which 
have heretofore made the day rever- 
berant. Probably the chief influence 
in bringing about this state of mind 
has been the persistence of one or 
two agencies, notably the Chicago Tri- 
bune and American Medical As- 
sociation, in publishing year after year 
the statistics of disaster which has 
accompanied the Fourth. At first, 
not much attention was paid to the 
figures except to jeer at them; but 
they have undoubtedly in the long run 
made a powerful impression upon the 
country. Beyond that, there has been 
a growing antagonism to the noise- 
making, largely because the noise- 
makers were not willing to keep them- 
selves within reasonable bounds. They 
have developed it into such an abuse 
that protest has been forced from peo- 
ple who were inclined to look with 
indifference if not with approval on 
the traditional small boy and his fire- 
cracker. As it came to be realized 
that under the cover of the small boy 
the young hoodlum was going from 
bad to worse, the protest grew. In 
fact, if the small boy were by some 
chance deprived of his firecrackers for 
a few years, the probability is that he 
would never think of wanting them af- 
terwards.—New Bedford Standard.

RECITAL BY PUPILS. 


While Mr. Buekingham’s recital 
received the very greatest notice from 
the Ledger, it seems to us that the 
occasion was worthy of further in- 
terest from the public.

The new skeleton steel towers or 
battlemasts tower even higher than 
the old military masts, and conse- 
quently are of more value. The old 
military masts which ran up to a 
slender spar where available’ for 
small gun platforms and general ob- 
servation towers for but a small sec- 
tion of their hight. 

The new towers are surmounted by 
a perforated steel floor forming a 
shallow basket top, from which the 
observance of an enemy’s ship or 
fleet can be carried on, as well as 
from several similar floors or plat- 
forms at various hights within the 
skeleton structure. A large num- 
ber of small caliber, rapid-fire guns 
to repel torpedo boat attack can be 
carried on the intermediate plat- 
forms. 

To a large extent the ships will be 
“fought” from the tops of the new 
towers, as the observation or “con” 
work will be done from them, the 
ranges communicated from there. The 
old conning towers and conspicuous 
bridges have been removed.

Body Found on Wollaston Beach was 
Fort Warren Soldier, 


The body of a man was found this 
morning on Wollaston beach and was 
later identified as Cornelius Crowley 
of the 9th artillery 
at Fort Warren. It

es was at first 
hought the body was that of Alfred 
Mattson, who with Albion Hendrick- 
son, was drowned in Hull Gut on Sun- 
day May 30. Mrs. Mattson 
could not identify it. 

Fort Warren officials were then 
notified and Capt. Clark, accompanied 
by a surgeon and a soldier came to 
Hall’s undertaking rooms where body 
had been removed, and after a thor- 
ough examination, identified the body 
as that of Cornelius Crowley. The 
body was in a very advanced state 
of decomposition and could not be 
identified by the features, as they 
were completely gone. 

The Fort Warren men, however, 
immediately noted the red stripe on 
the man’s trousers and recognized the 
clothing as that of a soldier. They 
also examined the underclothing of 
the man and found on each garment 
the mark “9,123 M.” which was 
Crowley’s number at the fort. This 
was sufficient to identify him and he 
was later removed to the Fort where 
he will be buried. 

The accident which caused Crow- 
ley’s death happened about four 
weeks ago. Crowley accompanied by 
two other men, was out in a boat 
and in some unknown way the boat 
was capsized and all three men were 
soon floundering in the waters of 
Boston ‘harbor, between Hull Gut and 
Fort Warren. One of the men was 
saved by a boat which came to the 
assistance of the unfortunate trio, one 
was pulled, into the boat but died 
soon after, and the third was drowned 
this being Crowley who was found 
this morning. 

Crowley was a comparatively youns 
man and came here a short while 
ago from Ireland. Not being able to

She Testifies In aes Delayed Hear- | 


ing In Suit For Separation From 
Her Husband, In Which She Asks 
Allowance of $120,000 a Year—De- 
fendant Charges Extravagance, In-

New York, June 11.—Katherine 
Clemmons Gould took the stand 
Thursday in her suit for separation 
from her husband, Howard Gould. 
So far as the presence of her husband 
was cencerned she seemed not t 
know that he was in the same room, 
although he sat but a few feet from 
her throughout the day’s session. 

The long delayed hearing before 
Justice Dowling, who will make his 
finding without the aid of a jury, is 
the culmination of a case which be- 
gan in May, 1907, and has been 
marked in its continuance by many 
sensational accusations of misconduct 
and attempted subornation of wit- 
nesses. 

Mrs. Gould alleges that her hus- 
band deserted her without just cause on 
July 16, 1906. Howard Gould answers 
that his justification was the habits 
of the plaintiff; that, since he left 
her, he had made her an allowance of 
$25,000 a year, but that she is ex- 
travagant and intemperate and has 
been guilty of misconduct. His wife 
denies the charges and asks for an 
allowance of $120,000 a year to en- 
able her to live in the manner to 
which her husband had accustomed 
her. 

“During the years that you were 
living at Castle Gould,” asked Clar- 
ence Shearn, Mrs. Gould's counsel, 
“how large an establishment did you 
have?” 

“From fifteen to eighteen servants 
in the house, from ten to twelve 
around the estate and eighteen or 
twenty gardeners,” answered Mrs. 
Gould. 

In answer to questions she rattled 
off the amounts her husband had al- 
lowed her month by month. They 
averag about $10,000.

MOTOR BOATS. 


Must be Mufiled Under the New State 
Law. 


People living on the shores of 
Quincy Bay, especially at the Wollas- 
ton and Atlantic ends, will get a good 
deal of satisfaction if our police will 
make one or two arrests for violation 
of the new muffler law which the 
present General Court passed in April. 
In recent years one of the great 
drawbacks in living at the seashore 
has been the unmitigated nuisance 
created by power boats being operated 
by an imitation muffler or perhaps 
oftener, by no muffler at all. The 
Italian herring torchers precipitated 
the crnisade by operating all night 
with their gattling gun exhaust. The 
Legislature stepped in and enacted 
laws which drove them out of our 
bays. But the local man with his 
little boat and rapid fire exhauster 
still remained with us. The present 
Legislature looked after his case as 
appears from the following. 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful to 
use a ‘boat propelled, in whole or in 
part, by gas, gasoline or naptha, un- 
less the same is provided with an 
underwater exhaust or a muffler, so 
constructed and used as to muffle in 
a reasonable manner the noise of the 
explosion. 

Section 2.

A MIGHTY FORTRESS, 


The Famous Rock of Gibraltar 
and Its Armament. 


IN EVERY CREVICE. 


A GUN 


The Place Stored With Food and My- 
nitions of War to Stand a Siege of 
Seven Years—An English View of the 
Cannon Studded Stronghold. 


“An enemy’s fleet could be sent to 
the bottom in ten minutes before get- 
ting within five miles of Gibraltar. 
Not even a torpedo boat could succeed 
in entering the bay unobserved on the 
blackest night.” That sums up the 
opinions of the most eminent naval 
experts as to the impregnability of the 
world’s greatest fortress. 

But disappointment awaits the sight- 
seeing visitor. The rock, though bar- 
ren, is covered with luxuriant vegeta- 
tion—not a fort prominent, not a gun 
to be seen even with the most pow: 
erful glasses, no discernible ammuni- 
tion magazines, no strongholds, only a 
peaceful, prosperous harbor and a 
sleepy, straggling town, 

It is night, and the maneuvers are 
on. Swift playing searchlights trans- 
form the bay into a sheet of shimmer- 
ing silver upon which are seen ma- 
jestic British warships and elongated 
flying shadows, the torpedoes. Guns 
answer guns out of every conceivable 
erevice and corner, blending in one 
deafening uproar, while scores of shells 
plow the water for miles around. 

Sentries are everywhere; infantry 
parties crouch in the shadows; hun- 
dreds of gunners stand ready behind 
hundreds of guns in these mysterious 
labyrinths hewn out of the solid rock— 
“the galleries.” The vicious barking 
of Maxim guns gives contrast to the 
deep toned baying of these mammoth 
pieces of ordnance, the mere report of 
which cracks stone roofs and bursts 
doors and whole windows. Could any 
fleet live through the murderous hall 
of gigantic shells? 


Gibraltar never sleeps. By day and 


night two perfectly equipped signal 
stations, proudly flaunting Britain's 


flag of ownership, unceasingly sweep 
the seas around to a distance of fif- 
teen miles on a clear day, instantly 
reporting the coming and going of 
each vessel. Sentries guard all the 
prominent forts, magazines and gate- 
ways; gunners sleep beside their guns; 
engineers are ever ready beside the 
powerful searchlights. 

Modern “needle” guns, the finest in 
Europe, are installed on all the most 
prominent points. They are unreacha- 
able from the sea, even as they are 
undiscernible, owing to the skill with 
which they are painted and draped to 
match the surrounding vegetation, 
while huge screens drop automatic- 
ally before them as each shell is fired. 
They have a range of fifteen miles 
and could drop shells on Ceuta, in Af- 
rica, opposite, quite comfortably. One 
gun weighs 110 tons and is capable of 
throwing a shell weighing three-quar- 
ters of a ton. In that marvel of engl- 
neering under great difficulties, the 
galleries, are concealed guns for every 
day in the year. 

These galleries are divided into three 
sections, entry to which is guarded, 
while one is closed even to high offi- 
cers, contalning preserved stores, mu- 
nitions of war, rainwater (for Gibral- 
tar has no springs) and a complete 
condensing plant—all calculated to out- 
last a siege of seven years. 

The firing is the most mathematical- 
ly perfect imaginable. The surround- 
ing waters are mapped out into 
squares, upon which certain guns are 
kept ready trained, so that it is almost 
{impossible to miss. During practice 
targets are towed across the bay, the 
object being to hit the water a few 
yards in advance of them. 

Although the sentries have now been 
reduced, a few years ago 158 were 
needed @aily, the most important point 
being the north front, where English 
sentries face Spanish sentries. But 
the mere pressure of an electric but- 
ton by the officer of the guard would 
cause a miniature earthquake on the 
neutral ground.—Cassell’s Saturday 
Journal. 


Haggis as the Scotch Make It. 

To make haggis take the heart, 
tongue and small liver of the sheep, 
one pound of bacon, four ounces of 
crumbs of bread, the rind of one lem- 
on, two eggs, two anchovies (sardines 
may be used), a quarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of pepper and two teaspoonfuls of 
salt. Chop the heart, tongue, liver 
and bacon, mix thoroughly, add the 
breadcrumbs, the anchovies, chopped 
fine; the lemon rind, grated; then the 
pepper and salt. Beat the eggs and 
pour them over. Pack this into a ket- 
tle or mold, cover and boil or steam 
continuously for two hours, Turn it 
on a dish and serve very hot.

GIVES TROUBLE 
AS A WITNESS 


Mrs. Gould Brings Forth a Re- 
buke From the Court 


MEMORY UNCERTAIN AT TIMES 


Spectators 
Stare as Enormous Bills For Jewels 
and Finery Are Produced—Plaintiff 
Said to Have Run Up Over $70,- 
000 Worth of Bills in 1907—Some- 
times “Without Provisions” 


New York, June 12.—What ap- 
peared to be the hazy memory of 
Mrs. Katherine Clemmons Gouid on 
the second day of her testimony un- 
Ger cross-examination caused a re- 
buke by Supreme Court Justice Dow- 
Mng, who is hearing her suit for sep- 
@ration against her husband, Howard 
Gould. Another interesting phase of 
the case was a tilt between Lawyers 
Delancy Nicoll for the defendant and 
Clarence J. Shearn for Mrs. Gould. 

“Please try to be polite,” Sheara 
cautioned Nicoll, when the latter 
aeked the witness a question sharply. 

“Oh, I'm sick of trying to be po- 
Ute. I’ve been polite all day and 
Mrs. Gould won’t answer a straight 
question,” retorted Nicoll. 

“Yes, the witness has given Mr. 
Wicoll much unnecessary trouble,” 
Justice Dowling interrupted. 

As uncertain as the witness’ mem- 
ory was at times, she did not fail to 
take advantage of that very fact twice 
when occasion offered. Once she 
apologized for her inability to tell 
whether certain restaurant checks 
were hers or not; and again, when 
she could not tell whether a diamond 
pendant valued at $13,300 was bought 
by her or by her husband “for an- 
other.” Nicoll protested vigorously 
against this insinuation and Justice 
Dowling ordered it stricken from the 
record. 

The amounts figuring in assorted 
Jewelers’, tailors’, costumers and 
bootmakers’ bills continued to make 
the spectators admitted to the court- 
room gasp and stare. The articles 
purchased included the pearl rope 
which the witness wore in court, list- 
ed at $27,000; the disputed pendant at 
$13,300, a diamond chain at $22,000, 
a diamond diadem at $24,000, and a 


sapphire ring at $6000. Such little 
things as $500 worth of silk stockings 
at atime or $1528 for shoes were 
trivial by comparison.

Only three bridges with longer 
spans exist—the Brooklyn bridge, of 
1595 feet; the Williamsburg bridge, 
of 1600 feet, both of the suspension 
type, and the Firth of Forth bridge, 
Scotland, of 1710 feet.

The Finance Committee are pleased 
to report that in spite of general busi- 
hess depression all current bills are 
paid, and that the last year’s deficit 
of $874.79 is also paid in full.

THE WAY THE EXPERTS AT MONTE 
CARLO ARE MADE. 


Picked Men Undergo a Rigid Course 
of Instruction Until They Are Mold- 
ed Into the Right Form to Preside 
Over the Gaming Tables. 


The stereotyped words ring out in 
but slightly varying tones from the 
throats of those immaculate black 
coated functionaries. Indeed the most 
sensational coup of the season would, 
we believe, be powerless to move any 
of these suave officials into betraying 
even a momentary gleam of interest in 
the mere mortals he thus adjures to 
plank down “their ready.” 

The casual frequenter*of the salle de 
jeu pays but little heed to these things 
—indeed takes them as a matter of 
course—nevertheless the croupier is 
“made,” not “born,” though he may 
have inborn qualifications. He is a 
creature of selection, and, given a can- 
didate of seeming promise, there fol- 
low months of training and trial—aye, 
little temptations which shall test his 
honesty—before the three chiefs who 
watch him and consider all his points 
decide upon his actual election, and he 
is carefully molded into the “right 
form,” that of the quiet, courteous yet 
ever alert gentleman, whose well kept 
band spins the marble ball and throws 
the coins so dextrously across the 
green cloth. 

lt may be interesting to those who 
do not already know to hear that no 
more than thirty-six men can go up at 
a time for election. Thirty-six—the 
number which exactly corresponds 
with the numerals on the board—and 
of these, again, only the very fittest 
are chosen for final training and ap- 
pointments.

AROOSTOOK'S 
FOREST FIRES 


Unusually Heavy Loss Suffered 
During the Past Week 


POTATO FARMERS IN GLOOM 


Presque Isle Fire, In Which Large 
Quantity of Tubers Was Destroyed, 
Was Expected to Benefit Those Who 
Raised Them In Other Sections, 
but Fate Wills Otherwise—Showers 
Help Work of Forest Guardians 


Houlton, Me., June 14.—From 
wooded stretches. of timberland, ag- 
hundred square 


gregating several 


miles, and from a thriving township 
which had shown much improvement 
during its single year’s tenure of life, 
to barren and desolate stretches of 
charred tree stumps and a hamlet 
now composed of only the blackened 
building supports where formerly the 
town of Hinman flourished, was the 
transition of a single week in Aroos- 
took county as a result of the con- 
suming sway of forest fires. 

The light rains which fell in some 


places Friday night and Saturday 
morning did considerable toward 


stemming further progress, but the 
embers were not wet sufficiently to 
prevent further renewal of a blaze, 
and it is necessary to be on the alert, 
watching all sparks. 

It is scarcely a fortnight ago since 
the potato farmers summed up their 
profits of the season and found they 
were to have a record-breaker. The 
first contrary effect was the Presque 
Isle fire of last Monday, which wiped 
out part of that town, destroying 
nearly half a dozen potato store- 
houses, well stocked with tubers. 

To farmers in other sections this 
proved a further boon, as the price 
advanced nearly 60 cents before the 
end of the week. But these other 
farmers had scarcely contemplated 
their additional incomes before many 
of them were forced into the forests 
and fields to protect their homes and 
property against the invasion of fire. 
And not only were their forests, and 
in some cases their houses, ravaged, 
but many of them found their potatoes 


ruined in fires which had caught in 
the storehouses without destroying 
them. 


While the territory in the vicinity 
of Smyrna Mills was the greatest suf- 
ferer in the extent of the flames, an 
area of 100 miles being covered in in- 
termittent destruction, last night a 
brisk wind blew the flames there back 
over the preViously destroyed sections 
and no further progress was made. 

At Island Falls ight showers served 
to lay the embers and, although the 
same wind tossed them about in some 
cases rekindledled them, the watch- 
fulness of the wardens prevented any 
gains. 

At Calais the situation remains 
about the same, the two fires in four 
towns being well confined by use of 
back-fires and trenches. The Pres- 
que Isle fire was also quifescent last 
night and no immediate continuation 
of the past week’s excitement is ex- 
pected. 


SPAIN PRODDING CUBA - 


Expects New Republic to Help Settle 
the Spanish Debt 

Paris, June 14.—It is stated here 
that the Spanish minister to Cuba has 
handed the Cuban government a note 
embodying a claim for the payment of 
a share of the Spanish debt. 

It is pointed out in the note that the 
American plenipotentiaries in Parts in 
1896 refused to make ° Jecision on 
this point, holding that the suzerain- 
ity had desccnded on the Cuban re- 
public and not on the United States.

Admission That the Michigan Went 
Aground During Trial Trip 

Washington, June 14.—While it is 
admitted at the navy department that 
the new battleship Michigan went 
aground off Cape Cod during her trial 
trip last Friday, denial is made to the 
report that her propeller is badly 
damaged and that it will be necessary 
for her to return to drydock for re- 
pairs before continuing the trials. 

It is said that the vessel barely 
touched the mud bottom. The vessel 
{s still in the hands of her builders, 
the New York Shipbuilding company, 
not yet having been accepted by the 
government. 


Nineteen Killed In Turko-Persian Row 

Tabriz, June 14.—An altercation 
between the Turkish consul at Salmas 
and gendarmerie led to a conflict with 
the Turkish troops, in which the 
Persians lost twelve killed and the 
Turks seven killed and a large num- 
ber wounded.

Hale's Body Lies In State Pre- 
ceding Funeral Service 


QF A VERY SIMPLE NATURE 


Men High in Rank Listen to Prayer 
ana Reading of Scriptures, and Join 


in Singing Two Hymns—Minister 


and Patriot’s Memory Honored With 
Eulogies In Church Crowded With 
People From Every Walk of Life 


Boston, June 14.—Under the gold- 
en domes of the auditorium of the 
South Congregational church, where 
for many years Edward Everett Hale 
broke the bread of life to his people, 
there gathered on Sunday the great 
Unitarian family of Boston to quletly 
pay its last reverent tribute to the 
earthly form of the great leader of 
Unuitarianism, the preacher, author, 
philosopher and friend of all man- 
kind. 

Rulers and ambassadors, men high 
in the councils of state and nation, 
representatives of the first educationai 
and religious institutions of the land 
and of societies also sat 
among those before the bier of Hale 
and joined in the simple, impressive 
service of the Unitarian faith. Great 
banks of flowers were massed about 
the Stars. and Stripes at the front of 
the church, many laurel wreaths 
bearing ribbons emblematical of not- 
able societies of which the deceased 
was a member. 

There were no eulogies pronounced 
at the South Congregational church, 
these being delivered by prominent 
clergymen of other creeds at the Park 
Street church, where there was gath- 
ered at the same hour the friends and 
admirers of Hale from every walk of 
life. Throughout the city from sun- 
rise to sunset flags were floated at 
half mast by order of the city’s chief 
executive. 

The body of Hale laid in state from 
10 until 1 o'clock in the South Congre- 
gational church and was viewed by 
many thousands.

FOR $25,000 


F. A. Tupper Claims He Was 
Lideled By Flag Story. 


Brighton High School, Boston, 

June 13, 1909. 
Editor of the Ledger 

Dear Sir: In reply to your kind in- 
quiry | desire to state with the ut- 
most clearness and positiveness that 
any and all statements appearing in 
the press reflecting discredit on my 
patriotism and my love for the 
American flag have their origin in 
vindictive ignorance, and are crimi- 
nally false in every particular. I 
have, therefore, brought suit for 
$25,000 damages against the Boston 
paper which first published the libel. 
With kindest regards to all my 
Quincy friends, I am, Sir, 

Ever patriotically yours, 
Frederick Allison Tupper. 

In a recent interview in the Boston 
Transcript Mr. Tupper is quoted as 
follows: 

“The whole affair is a most jum- 
bled error and I have suffered for it,” 
said Head-master Frederick A. Tup- 
per of the Brighton ‘High School re- 
ferring to the alleged charge against 
him that he had only British flags as 
decoration in the school hall at the 
Memorial Day observance by his 
school. 

“When Mr. Skelton arrived to 
speak before the pupils,” continued 
Mr. Tupper, “there were three flags 
in the hall and they were not British 
ones. The flags in question were all 
American flags, an old State flag, a 
Bunker Hill flag and the old New 
England flag, all of Colonial days. 
They have been in the halls for 
years. Outside floating over the 
building at the time was the Stars 
and Stripes. 

“When Mr. Skelton saw the flags 
on the walls he at once refused to 
speak because he mistook them for 
British flags. The utterance came in 
such a way that, angered, I said: ‘I 
don’t see what harm the British flag 
would do you.’ ‘Then, out of court- 
esy, I went down stairs and got the 
battalion flag of the school.” 

Mr. Tupper’s Quincy friends have 
felt all along that he was in the right 
and that it was a misunderstanding 
easily explained. A case of over 
zealousness.

Honolulu, June 15.—The situation 
growing out of the indictment by the 
grand jury of seventeen leaders in the 
strike of Japanese plantation labor- 
ers has taken an international turn. 

M. Megoro of the editorial staff 
of The Jiji, a local Japanese publi- 
cation, who was taken into custody 
when the office of that paper was 
raided by the authorities last Friday, ‘ 
made a formal complaint to the Jap- 
anese foreign office at Tokio of vio- 
lation of his treaty rights as a Jap- 
anese subject. ! 

He sets forth in his complaint that 
this violation consists in the search 
of his office and the seizure of his 
private papers and documents by the 
territorial authorities dwithout due 
process of law. 

Territorial Sheriff Henry admits 
that the search and seizure were made 
by force of arms and without search 
warrants or process of law, but con- 
tends that the papers seized contained 
evidence of criminal purpose and that 
the courts of the territory are open to

With its excursion 
rates, amounting to about a fare and 
one third for the round trip, it will 
bring large crowds into Boston for it 
is an affair which no New Englander 
will want to miss. 

The Shoe and Leather Fair is ex- 
pected to become an annual event at 
the Hub. The building will be use- 
ful for many purposes during the 
other eleven months. The rotunda 
under the main dome, modeled after 
the famous Albert Hall in London, 
will accommodate S,900 people and 
will put Boston in line for entertain- 
ing conventions of the national politi- 
cal parties, to say nothing of horse 
shows, automobiles exhibitions and 
other affairs requiring large space.

| It was a day of testimony for the 
/ defense, during which Gould’s at- 
, torney sought to bring out through 
| Witnesses who had been associated 
| with Mrs. Gould that her habits were 
, Such that her husband was justified 
in leaving her. 

Mrs. Gould having previously told 
, What is required of a woman of fash- 
ion in the matter of dress, witnesses 
for the defense recited what they al- 
leged were the indulgences of the 
same woman of fashion in the matter 
of alcoholic stimulants, and of cer- 
tain remarks and conversations not 
exactly in in keeping with $500 gowns 
and the palatial Castle Gould on Long 
j Island. Some of the alleged violent 
, and profane language as related was 
; too strong to be printed with pro- 
priety. 

| Specific statements that Mrs. Gould 
had been intoxicated on various occa- 
sions, that she called Howard Gould 
;you little hound” one night, that 
‘once she was apparently so under the 
influence of liquor as to stagger 
‘against the bannister at Castle Gould, 
that her maid brought liquors to her 
room, including sometimes two cock- 
, tains before breakfast, were brought 
out as employes of the Gould estate 
related on the stand their experiences 
. with their former mistress. 

Clarence J. Shearn, who had ob- 
jected strenuously at first to the trend 
of the testimony but was overruled, 
injected into the case the rather novel 
, argument that, admitting even that 
his client had been intoxicated, this 
,Should have strengthened rather than 
‘have weakened the ties between wife 
and husband. 

“It has been held,” he said, “that 
if a husband drank he needed the 
love and company of his wife more 
than if he were sober. Is not this 
equally true in the case of the wife?”

GEN. W. B. STETSON, 


Prominent Grand Army Man Dies at 
Middleboro, 


Gen. ‘Warren B. Stetson, a well- 
known resident of Middleboro, former- 
ly of Quincy, a veteran of the civil war 
died Wednesday afternoon, aged 66. He 
had been ill for several weeks. He 
was born in Quincy, Sept. 26, 1842, 


and was a son of D. B. and Abigail 
Stetson. He attended the public 
schools in this city. 


When he was 18 years old he enlist- 
ed in the 4th battalion of Rifles at Ft 
Independence and on July 16 was 
sworn in as a member of Co. B. 18th 
Mass., volunteers. He participated in 
all the battles of his regiment. In the 
second Bull Run he was slightly 
wounded. He was discharged at the 


Fairfax seminary hospital, Dec. 31, 
1862 
‘He served as assistant adjutant 


general of the department of Mass., G. 
A. R., in 1898 and 1899. He was com- 
mander of E. W. Pierce post, G. A. R., 
of Middleboro in 1889 and 1902, and 
under his direction about 25 percent 
increase in membership of the post re- 
sulted. Fora great many years he had 
been historian of the post, and he 
collected the personal and war record 
of nearly all its members, which were 
entered in a massive volume and pre- 
sented to the post years ago by the 
late Thomas S. Pierce of this town. 

Gen. Stetson also inaugurated a 
movement which was instrumental in 
building the soldiers’ memorial shaft 
on the town-house lot. It was dedicat- 
ed several years ago. 


Largely through his efforts the 
Plymouth county G. A. A. association 
was organized and he served as its 
commander for two terms. He also 


was colonel of Stephen Thomas regi- 
ment, U. V. U., of this town, and for 
several years past had been either a 
delegate or an alternate of the depart- 
ment of Massachusetts, G. A. R., to 
the national encampments. 

In fraternal societies, too, he took 
an active interest. For nearly 20 years 
he thad served as chief of records of 
Nemasket tribe, I. O. R. M., longer 
than any similar officer in the order in 
this state, and he had been prominent 
in its auxiliary, the Degree of Poca- 
hontas. Only recently, through his 
efforts, a social degree of the Red 
Men, known as the Haymakers, was 
formed by him. He was a past na- 
tional haymaker. He also held mem- 
bership in the Masons and other fra- 
ternities. 

Town politics also interested him 
and for many terms he was town meet- 
ing moderator at all town meetings 
held in Middleboro, besides holding 
other officers of trust in the gift of the 
town. Before removing to Middleboro 
Mr. Stetson was engaged in the shoe 
business in Connecticut. 

Gen. Stetson is survived by a wife, 
three sons and two daughters. He has 
two sisters and a brother living at the 
old home in Quincy, Mrs. Henry O. 
Studely, Miss Ella L. Stetson and 
Arthur W. Stetson. Funeral services 
will be held from his late home in Mid- 
dleboro Saturday afternoon at 2.30; 
several will attend from 
Burial at Concord, N. H.

These he took to Sandberg’s jewelry 
store where particles of the yellow 
specks were taken out and submitted 
to the acid test and were found to be 
pure gold. 

Just how much more of the precious 
metal there may be at the quarry is 
hard to determine but it is probable 
that there is more of it. 

Up to the present time any person 
who desired has been permitted to take 
away any samples desired, but now 
that the matter has been found to con- 
tain gold quartz it is probable that it 
will be more carefully guarded. It is 
possible that in the matter taken out 
there may be a small fortune.

Richards has his trees sprayed two or 
three times with Pyrox, thins the ap- 
ple trees of any imperfect fruit, and 
from ‘bearing ttoo abundantly, also 
trims the trees by a system of his own 
and scrapes the butt, and by this 
method gets a comparatively perfect 
and large apple. They also bring two 
or three times the price of an ordi- 
nary apple. His dwarf apple trees, 
one hundred of them, obtained at Mas- 
sachusetts Agricultural college are 
bearing some, after having been set 
out but two years. The Agricultural 
department at Washington has noti- 
fied Mr. Richards that they want him 
to report to them the success he 
meets in growing these dwarf apples.

AN $8500 MONUMENT 


Government to Erect It Over Graves 
of the Confederate Dead 

Washington, June 21.—At the war 
department today bids were opened 
for the erection of a monument to the 
Confederate dead who are buried in 
the Finns Point National cemetery at 
Salem, N. J. 

The monument, whick is to cost 
about $8500, will be erected by the 
United States government to mark the 
resting place of 2460 officers and men 
of the Confederate army and navy who 
died as prisoners of war at Fort Dela- 
ware between 1862 and 1865. 

The adoption of a general monu- 
ment for the purpose is due to the fact 
that it has been found impossible be- 
cause of imperfect records to place a 
distinctive headstone at each individ- 
ual grave, as contemplated by the 
act of congress. 

The commissioner for marking the 
graves of Confederate soldiers is Gen- 
eral Edwin M. Coates, retired.

FIVE MONTHS’ 
TIME WASTED 


‘Jory In Trlal of Patrick Cal- 
houn Hopelessly Divided 


TWO STOOD FOR GONVIGTION 


Discharged by Judge Lawler, Who 
Takes Occasion to Criticise Laws 
and Usages Which Make Possible 
the Expense of Three Months In 
Empanelling a Jury—Railway Mag- 
nate Was Charged With Bribery 


San Francisco, June 21.—Termi- 
nating in a disagreement of the jury, 
with ten men determined on acquit- 
tal and two resolved on conviction, 
the trial for bribery of Patrick Cal- 


houn of the United Railroads ended at 
noon Sunday. Five months and a 
week had passed since the wealthy 
street railroad owner, a descendant 
of Patrick Henry, made his first ap- 
pearance in court to answer to the 
charge of offering a bribe of $4000 to 
a supervisor to obtain an overhead 
trolley for his corporation. 

Not until each juror had pronounced 
as hopeless the prospect of a verdict 
was the order for their dismissal made 
by Judge Lawlor, prosecution and de- 
fense assenting to the discharge. The 
defendant and his attorneys, as well 
as the chief officers of the prosecu- 
tion, refrained from comment on the 
disagreement. 

Five ballots were taken, three of 
these shortly after the jury retired. 
On the first vote the jury stood eight 
for acquittal and four for conviction. 
Two of the four joined the majority 
on the second ballot, and one of the 
remaining two announced his deter- 
mination to remain out a month if 
necessary. 

Judge Lawlor announced that he as- 
certained before coming to court that 
the jury appeared to be hopelessly di- 
vided. After ordering the discharge 
of the jury, Lawlor addressed to the 
twelve men some informal remarks, 
in which he criticized the laws and 
usages which made possible the ex- 
pense of three months in empanelling 
a jury, and thanked them. He de- 
clared the courts were utterly help- 
less to prevent such occurrences and 
recommended that the legislature be 
influenced by the people to change the 
laws that governed court procedure. 

The attorneys are expected to fix a 
date for another trial on the same in- 
aiciment today. 


A RECORD TOURNAMENT 


Crack Shooters to Participate In 
Grand American Handicap 

Chicago, June 21.—With today’s 
preliminary practice the tenth grand 
American target shooting competition 
was begun. Unless all signs fail it 
will be the greatest tournament of the 
kind ever held in the United States. 

The grounds of the Chicago Gun 
club, on which the tournament is 
held, are twelve acres in extent, and 
they are equipped with five sets of 
traps facing the north. There is 
ample shelter for more than 600 con- 
testants should the weather prove 
stormy, and the appointments are 
equal to anything of the kind in the 
world. 

The schedule of events adopted by 
the Interstate association includes the 
preliminary handicap on Wednesday 
and the event of the year for trap 
shooters, the Grand American handi- 
cap, on Thursday. 


HONEYMOON IN AIR 


Enjoyed by Burnham and Wife While 
Balloon Breaks a Record 


Holbrook, Mass., June 21.—The 
balloon Pittsfield, which ascended 
from that city shortly after midnight 
Sunday morning, carrying Mr. and 
Mrs. Roger N. Burnham on their 
aerial honeymoon voyage, landed in 
this town at 4:20 o'clock. 

The balloon broke all records of 
attempts to reach Boston, and makes 
it a claimant for the trophy offered by 
a Boston newspaper to the balloon 
which made a landing nearest to that 
city within a year. The previous 
record was a landing about twenty-six 
miles in an air line from Boston, 
while the Pittsfield comes within four- 
teen miles of the city. The distance 
covered was about 120 miles as the 
crow files. 

The balloon was piloted by William 
Van Sleet.

“Within the last year, despite her 
love for Chu Gain, Elsie became ap- 
parently infatuated with Leon Ling. 
But I think it was only a flirtation. 
He, I know, asked her to Marry him, 
but she refused him. In fact she told 
me that she refused him. Her mother 
knew all about it.”

“Safety is no longer popular in 
this country.

To present this 
new crusade of safety and health for 
American life and labor, the Museum 
will send its Director on a _ six 
months’ tour with an illustrated lec- 
ture throughout New Bngland. and 
the Middle West, to acquaint business 
men, labor organizations, women’s 
clubs and the colleges, with this new 
movement in the interests of the 
prolongation of human life. This 
presentation, fully illuminated by 
lantern slides, will be given free. 
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The city’s new fire engine, which 
was contracted for several weeks ago, 
will arrive here next month. It was 
too bad the council did not see its 
way clear to equip this engine with 
rubber tires. As these fire engines 
earry a lot of delicate mechanism 
which is subjected to more or less 
jarring as the machine is dragged 
over the streets at top speed, rubber 
tires are absolutely necessary to take 
off part of this jar. All of the pump- 
ing apparatus in these engines is set 
and fixed while the machine is abso- 
lutely level and every stone and 
jounce that the engine goes over on 
the streets does not do the machinery 
any good. Then, again, rubber tires 
are a necessity in a city where there 
iS°so much T rail as is found in 
Quincey. With the ordinary steel tire 
there is always danger of the wheels 
getting caught and no engine can af- 
—_ » have that happen to it es- 
Pecially when going fast. We have 
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had several such instances in this 

, with the old engine and there 
have been broken axles and wheels 
as a result. One night in particular 
When the engine was going down 
Brewer's hill corner one of the 
wheels broke off when the wheels 
struck the street car railing and went 
rolling along the sidewalks. Two 
people were knocked down and ser- 
jiously injured and there is no telling 
when a like accident will occur again. 
Rubber tires will cost more at first 
but they will more than make up in 
the long run. There is an economy

Third Degree Wrings Terrible 
Story From Ching Sin 


GIRL FOUGHT FOR HER LIFE 


Handkerchief Pressed Into Her Mouth , 22C/e€ 


Until She Was Dead, While Chung 
Looked on Without Raising a Hand 
to Prevent It—Denies Having Helped 
Former Roommate to Place Body In 


Trunk In Murderer’s Room 


New York, June 3.—Baited and in- 
timidated by detectives, threatened 
with prosecution and confused with 
rapid-fire questions, Chung Sin, one- 
time roommate of Leon Ling, told of 
Elsie Sigel’s murder. Under the ter- 
rific pressure of the “third degree,” 
the little Chinaman admitted that he 
had seen the body in Leon  Ling’s 
room over the Eighth avenue chop 
suey restaurant, that he had touched 
it while it was still warm, that he 
had smelled drugs and had watched 
Leon Ling’s preparations for placing 
the body in the trunk where it was 
found horribly decomposed on Friday 
night last. 

He denied any implication in it and 
protested stoutly that he was ignor- 
ant of the whereabouts of Leon Ling, 
the supposed murderer. But after 
the inquisition he was held in $10,000 
bail to await the inquest. 

Chung Sin is 35 years old and a 
native of Canton. He was arrested 
Monday at West Galway, N. Y., and 
was brought to New York. 

From the man’s story it is apparent 
that Elsie Sigel was first drugged with 
chloroform and then choked to death. 
She was killed apparently on the night 
of June 9, although Chung Sin ap- 
peared a little mixed in his dates. 
But he says that early in the morn- 
ing of June 10 he heard a strange 
noise in Leon’s room adjoining his, 


and looked over the transom. 


“Elsie Sigel, the girl, was on the 
bed,” said the Chinaman, while his 


hearers drew closer in horrified sus- 


pense, “and Leon was bending over 
her. A handkerchief was sticking 


out of her mouth and I saw the blood 
on it. She was fighting with him, but 


he only pressed the handkerchiet 
harder into her mouth. Finally she 
struggled no more and lay still and 
Leon stood up and looked down at 
her.” 

Chung Sin passed through the room 
later, he said, to go out to wash his 
hands and as he did so felt of the 
body, which was still warm. After- 
ward he went down to the chop suey 
restaurant below, then returned to the 
room, 

Leon in the meantime had covered 
the body with a blanket up to the chin 
and had pulled a trunk to the middle 
of the floor. This trunk Leon was 
calmly emptying, preparatory to plac- 
ing the body therein. The rope with 
which the body was bound was lying 
on the floor at the time, according to 
Chung Sin. Once again he went 
down stairs, said Chung Sin, where 
he remained until Leon called him. 
When he entered the room the body 
was not visible, having been bound 
with the rope and placed in the trunk. 

At this point of the story, the 
Chinaman was asked savagely if he 
had not assisted his pal in putting the 
body in the trunk. Chung Sin started 
perceptibly, but said that he had had 
no hand in it. 

“I didn’t see her no more,” said 
Chung Sin, “and when I asked Leon 
how she died he said she had bitten 
her tongue and bled to death.” Leon 
told him, Chung Sin added, that he 
was going to send the trunk to Jersey 
City, thence to Europe. As a matter 
of fact, it lay untouched in the stuffy 
little room until Sun Leung, proprie- 
tor of the restaurant below, noticed 
the odor about the building and sum- 
moned the police. 

Those who heard this recital were 
almost Overcome with the thought 
that Chung Sin could have stood by 
in an adjoining room without raising 
a hand to prevent it. 

Until Chung Sin’s complete account 
is made public it will not be explained 
why he saw the dead girl and the 
preparations for the removal of the 
body with such apparent unconcern at 
the time. 

Taking up his own case Chung Sin 
explained his sudden disappearance 
after the murder by saying that he 
had been employed by a well-to-do 
New Yorker, at whose country place 
near Amsterdam he was arrested. 
Chung says that he accepted this posi- 
tion in order to get out of town, hay- 
ing hurried from the scene of the mur- 
der in fear and sought out his brother 
in Chinatown, who procured him the 
position. He admitted having bor- 
rowed $250 from Chu Gain, proprietor 
of the Port Arthur restaurant in 
Chinatown, who is also held in con- 
nection with the case. Incidentally 
he said that Leon Ling and Chu Gain 
had come to blows over the girl in 
Chinatown some weeks ago. The po- 
lice theory is that Leon killed the girl 
because of her attentions to Chu Gain. 

Chu Gain, who was arraigned in 
the Tombs police court Tuesday and 
discharged by Magistrate Cornell, was 
ater re-arrested at the instance ot 
Coroner Harburger and held in $1000 
bail by him as a material witness. He 
readily furnished bail.

When asked if that seemed plaus- 
ible to him, Chung Sin admitted that 
he felt terrified and that his first im- 
pulse was to get out of the house as 
s00n as he could. Before he left, 
however, Leon borrowed $200 from 
him, he said. They both belonged to 
the same secret society, he explained, 
and he felt bound by his oath to do 
that much for a fellow member. 

Then he hurried to the rooms of his 
cousin with the intention of passing 
the night, but his curiosity got the 
better of him, and after two uneasy 
hours he sneaked back to the house, 
climbed the stairs, lifted himself to 
where he could peer through the 
transom and saw the room empty save 
for the trunk. That was enough for 
him. He hurried back to his cousin’s 
and slept there that night. The 
cousin, when questioned, substantiat- 
ed the story. 

The next day he left for Amster- 
dam, N. Y., to work, near where he 
was later arrested. 

The foregoing version of what 
Chung Sin saw and did is as given out 
by Assistant District Attorney Ward. 
Whether Chung Sin is telling the 
truth remains to be seen, but of all 
the widely varying accounts after the 
first inquisition the version as made 
public seems to be a conservative one.

IN COAL MINE 


Ignited From Open Lamp, the 
Use of Which Was Permitted 


SEVENTEEN MEN ARE KILLED 


Dozen of the More Seriously Injured 
Are In Hospitals—Women Offered 
Services When Volunteers to Enter 
Mine Were Called For—Three Res- 

Back Before 

Corpses Are Recovered

Wehrum, Pa., June 24.—As the re- 
sult of an explosion of gas in Mine 
No, 4 of the Lackawanna Coal and 
Coke company seventeen miners were 
killed and sixteen injured. Twelve of 
the more seriously injured were taken 
to a hospital. It is said all will prob- 
ably recover. 

Superintendent Johnson says that 
while the mine has always been re- 
garded as non-gaseous, the explosion 
was due to the ignition of a pocket of 
gas by the open lamp of a miner. 
“The mine has been so free from gas 
for the past six years,” said Johnson, 
“that the state inspectors have per- 
mitted the use of open lamps.” 

The mine has only been operating 
two days each week, Tuesday and 
Friday. Those in the mine Wednes- 
day had entered the shaft for their 
daily allowance of coal for family use. 

Superintendent Johnson, backed by 
the office force of the company, stood 
at the mine entrance and held back 


the frantic women whose relatives 
were entombed. 
Johnson called for volunteers to 


enter the mine. In the volunteer ranks 
stood several women. These were or- 
dered back. With wet handkerchiefs 
tied over their faces, the first squad 
of the relief party started down the 
shaft. Of the eight who started four 
came back with their senses. The 
others, overcome with black damp, 
were pulled to the surface with ropes. 

A second and third party entered 
only to be driven back by the deadly 


gases, hissing and spouting in the 
lower levels.

Tom Vardon of the Royal St. George’s 
club of Sandwich, Eng., and George 
Duncan of the Hanger Hill Golf club 
of England, who 1s touring the United 
States. Tom Vardon is a brother of 
Harry H. Vardon, who won the open 
championship of the United States in 
1900 at Chicago. 


HAS TAFT’S SYMPATHY 


Merchant Marine League Encouraged 
by President’s Promise 

Washington, June 24.—Indicating 
by his presence his sympathy with the 
cause which the Merchant Marine 
league espouses, President Taft pro- 
voked loud applause and much en- 
thusiasm at a dinner given last night 
by officials and members of the league 
when he declared that he would do 
all in his power to assist in the re- 
habilitation of the American merchant 
marine. 

The president declares that some- 
thing must be done, and immediately, 
to establish a merchant marine, and 
that he will do everything he can 
to bring this about. He remained at 
the dinner but a short time. 


Cuban Beats American at Chess 

New York, June 24.—J. R. Capa- 
blanca, the Cuban champion, won the

J. Marshall of New York. The 
match started on April 19, but was not 
concluded until the Cuban took the 
twenty-third game Wednesday after- 
noon.

Columbus, O., June 24.—William

All of United States and Several Eu- 
ropean Countries Represented 


Cincinnati, June 24.—More than 
8000 gymnasts and athletes, repre- 
senting every section of the United 
States and several European coun- 
tries, are assembled in this city today 
to take part in the thirteenth quad- 
rennial meeting of the turnvereins, or 
German gymnastic societies, of Amer- 
fea. 

The monster athletic field at Car- 
thage in which the contests are to be 
held is the biggest in the United 
States. The stage measures 260 by 40 
feet, and the grand stand alone seats 
4000 persons. On the field are the 
tents in which many of the visiting 
gymnasts are housed during their 
stay in this city. 

Today’s parade of the turners and 
others was the biggest ever seen in 
Cincinnati. It included civic and mill- 
tary divisions as well as the turners 
themselves in their gymnastic uni- 
forms. Thousands of school children, 
each carrying an American flag, were 
in line. 

Twelve cities have sent large dele- 
gations of turners, male and female, 
to compete in the various gymnastic 
and athletic events that will fill up 
most of the time of the meeting. 


ELEVEN PERSONS DROWNED 


Disaster Overtakes Party of Tourists 
on Lake Killarney 
Killarney, June 24.—-A large row- 
boat, carrying five American ang four 
English tourists and four Irish’ boat- 
men, was swamped in a gale while 
crossing lower Killarney lake. All of 
the towrists and two of the boatmen 
were drowned. The victims were 
Mrs. A. A. Hilton and son of Ta- 
coma, Wash.; Robert C. and Mrs. 
Loughead of Boston; Miss M. H. 
Catum of Massachusetts, (town not 
known); Rev. B. Barton and sister 
of London and Miss Florence Wilkin- 
son and cousin of Brentwood, Eng., 
Boatmen Con Toomey and Con Glee- 

son. 

The boat was a four-oared craft, 
used for taking visitors about the 
lake. Most of the passengers were 
guests of the Great Southern hotel.

Havana, June 24.—The Diario Es- 
panol, the organ of extreme Spanish

Approving the Operation of a 
Trolley Freight Sigued, 


Order 


Mayor Shea affixed his signature 
this morning to the order passed by 
the City Council approving the oper- 
ation of a trolley freight in Quincy, 
and the order has now become a law.

The Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposi-|{nsertions 60 cents, 6 
tion at Seattle may be seen at any] cents, 


time during the summer months with- 
out fear of sun-stroke. The glaring 
heat that made mid-day promenading 
all but impossible at previous exposi- 
tions is unknown in the far North- 
west where the latest of World’s Fairs 
is swinging merrily along with suc- 
cess written in every feature. It is 
sunny, bright and summery at Seattle, 
but the unholy thought of Hades is 
not sugested by the extreme S80 Many 
Americans have become habituated 
to during July and August. 

When the thermometer reads 75 it 
is warm—yes, hot—to the citizens of 
the Exposition city. Wocated on an 
arm of the sea— the famous Puget 
Sound—this Western metropolis re- 


eceives full benefit from the ocean 
currents and the refreshing sea 
breezes. Three lakes are included in 


its boundaries and their cool depths 
fed from the snow-crowned Cascade 
mountains, freshen the air and make 
it wholesome and sweet. 

Mougtain ranges surround the am- 
phitheatre in which this latest world’s 
congress is being held, and their melt- 
ing snow runs into streams that rush 
down rocklined gorges to make the 
tranquil rivers that flow in and about 
Seattle. 

There need be no long search for 
shade. This Puget Sound country 
was a solid forest when the pioneers 
invaded it with axe and saw, and the 
march of civilization has far from 
destroyed all of the mighty forests of 
primeval days. One of the predomi- 
nating features of the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition’s landscapic beau- 
ty, is the much-talked-of skyline of 
fir trees, towering above the classic 
buildings with their turrets, towers 
and monster domes.

Freight Conductor Killed 
Boston, June 25.—Clarence J.

The Postal Telegraph company also 
intimated its intention to make this 
extra charge. 

This action on the part of the “tele- 
graph trust’ aroused a storm of indig- 
nation all over the state, and immedl- 
ate action was taken to amend the 
bill to compel the companies to carry 
the filing time free of charge. The 
press is commenting in very strong 
terms on what is called “corporate in- 
solence.”’ The Boston Post, comment- 
ing on the matter editorially, states: 

It is entirely clear that the objection of 
the telegraph companies is not to the ex- 
pense or trouble involved. A very simple 
system of code signals would enable the 
companies to place the time of filing upon 
their state messages. ‘Five or six words" 
would not be required. Two or three codé 
letters over the wire would accomplish 
the result at nominal expense and trouble. 

The real objection of the telegraph com- 
panies is that the stating of the time of 
filing a message would reveal the long 
and inexcusable delays to which messages 
are often subjected. 

But the reason why the telegraph tis 
used at all is to save time in transmit- 
ting a message, and when the public pays 
such expedition it certainly has a 
right to Know whether the service for 
which it pays is rendered. In telegraph 
systems abroad it is customary to fur- 
nish such information without charge, 
and there ls no good reason why it should 
not be done here. In fact, there should 
not only be a state law but a national 
law requiring it, so that reasonable 
promptness in handling interstate mes- 
sages would also be assured. * * * 

For some months a new independent 
telegraph company, the Telepost, has 
been operating commercially in Mas- 
sachusetts and other New England 
states. One of the features of this 
new telegraph company’s service is 
the carrying of the filing time free of 
charge on all its messages, and this 
is being done between all points 
reached by its HMnes both in the East 
and Middle West. 

By this system messages are trans- 
mitted at the enormous speed of 1,000 
words a minute over any one wire, 
thus enabling the company to do bust- 
hess at a fraction of the cost to the 
older companies which operate by the 
old method of hand transmission. 

Not only does the Telepost comnany 
carry the filing timé free, but it sends 
a telegram of twenty-five words for 
25 cents regardless of distance, and it 
has introduced a new service of fifty 
words for 25 cents known as Tele- 
posts, which are transmitted by wire 
and delivered at destination through 
the United States mail. A ten word 
ten cent message known as a Telecard 
is treated in the same way as a Tele- 
post and delivered on a postcard. 

Judging from the situation which 
has arisen in Massachusetts and the 
manner in which it has been met by 
the Western Union and Postal compa- 
nies, it would seem that the public 
can look for little relief in the matter 
of quicker service or cheaper rates 
from these companies, 

The importance of this Telepost sys- 
tem cannot be overestimated, and it is 
significant that the United States pat- 
ent office is exhibiting the system in 
the interlor department government 
building at Seattle exposition as one 
of the most wonderful of modern in- 
ventions carrying a basic patent. 
the only exhibit of advancement in the 
telegraphic art. 

For some time during the last ses- 
sion of congress there was a demand 
made for government contrgl of tele- 
graphs, and possibly the present inter- 
est of the government in the Telepost 
system is not unconnected with that 
demand, but the Telepost company 
states that its system is not for sale, 
and its plans are being pushed forward 
for connecting up the east and west, 
adding important sections in rapid suc- 
cession until the system covers the 
whole country. 

With public support any difficulties 
facing this independent telegraph com- 
pany in establishing its system should 
be materially minimized, if not elimi- 
nated, and when the older companies 
give such proof of their readiness to 
snatch at any opportunity to mulct the 
public it is time that an independent 
fight should be given every possible

A FORMER QUINCY PASTOR. 
Rey. W. A. Mayo, Former Quincy Pas- 
tor, Passes Away at Roxbury. 
—— 


Rev. William A. Mayo, who was as- 
signed as pastor of the West Quincy 
Methodist church in 1903, and ‘who 
was the pastor for several years un- 
til failing health compelled him to 
relinquish active labors, passed away 
Thursday at his home, 17 Albion 
street, Roxbury. Prayers were said 
at the house this afternoon, after 
which the remains were taken to 
Bristol, N. H., where funeral services 
will be held. The burial will be at 
Hallowell, Maine. 

Rey. William A. Mayo was born in 
Portland, Me., 54 years ago. He at- 
tended the schools of his native city, | 
after which he entered Boston uni- 
versity, graduating with the class of 
1888. He became a member of the 
New England conference the same 
year and was assigned to the pastor- 
ate of a church at Sandwich, N. H. 
He filled pastorates at Warren, Sa- 
lem and Derry, in the same state. In 
1895 he was appointed to the pastor- 
ate of the Methodist church at Matta- 
pan, where he remained for several 
years. He served as pastor of the 
City Point church, South Boston, and 
in 1903 he was assigned to the West 
Methodist Episcopal chureh of Quin- 
cy.

Miss Bean who was standing on the 
float when Mrs. Leslie’s body was 
carried ashore, was completely upset, 
as were the two other girls. Louis 
Lyons of Providence was at the lake 
in his automobile and offered to drive 
the girls to their homes. He started 
off at a high speed, trying to get the 
girls to their homes as soon as possi- 
ble, as they were on the verge of hys- 
teria. While going through Dedham 
the chauffeur, John Mayette, was ar- 
rested for exceeding the speed limit, 
and the whole party was compelled 
to wait a half-hour while cash bail 
was given for the chauffeur’s appear- 
ance in court. This delay coupled 
with the severe strain the young 
women had undergone, proved too 
great for their nerves, so that when 
they reached home physicians had to 
be called in to attend them.

Leon Ling’s Capture Is Only a 
Question of Time 


|ALLCITIES ARE CO-OPERATING 


Authentic Statement by Chief of New 
York Detective in Which 
He Tells What Has Been Accom- 
pliched Thus Far In the Way of Un- 
raveling the Sigel Murder Mystery 


Bureau, 


New York, June 29.—Inspector Mc- 
Cafferty, chief of the New York de- 
tective bureau, made the first au- 
thentic statement last night on the 
murder of Elsie Sigel that has been 
made by the police since the discoy- 
ery of the girl’s body on June 18, 
wedged in a trunk in the bedroom of 
Leon Ling, an Americanized China- 
man, above an Eighth avenue chop 
suey restaurant. McCafferty said in 
substance: 

“We shall catch the murderer. De- 
lay does not alter that, although it 
chafes us. The whole country is one 
vast rat trap, with every exit guard- 
ed. 

“The girl was killed between 10 
o'clock in the morning and noon of 
July 9 and we believe Leon Ling is 
the man who did it, with Chung Sing, 
his intimate, as a possible accom- 
plice. We have Chung Sing. From 
his room in Eighth avenue Leon Ling 
went straight to Washington and 
there sent the “don’t worry” telegram 
signed “Elsie,” received on the night 
of the murder by the Sigel family. 

“From Washington he returned to 
New York and somewhere about mid- 
night, June 9, took the body in a 
trunk to Newark, arriving there about 
2a.m. on June 10. We don’t know 
how he took it. That leg of the 

journey has not been accounted for. 
All available records of the various 
taxicab companies have been searched, 
but there are many privately owned 
machines which keep no records. A 
chauffeur who had made such a trip 
would be more than likely to have 
taken hush money. 

“Unable to dispose of his trunk, 
Leon returned to New York with the 
body on the afternoon of June 10 and 
left it in his room. From that moment 
we lose all trace of him. So far as 
we know, he had no other possible 
accomplice than Chung Sing. We do 
not know what became of the clothes 
not found on the body. There is no 
evidence to show that they were ever 
taken to Harlem. 

“No other murder that I can remem- 
ber has attracted such wide interest 
or such enthusiastic co-operation on 
the part of the police of other cities. 
All the forces of the country 
working as one great machine. 
have fifty men of our 
cities of the east. 

“The only possible ship on which 
Leon could have left the country is 
due at Yokohama on July 3. She will 
be watched. The man cannot get out 
of the country. 
shall catch him.”

SENATOR DURHAM DEAD 


Had Been I!! For Years, but the End 
Comes Unexpectedly 

Atlantic City, N. J., June 
United States Senator Israel Durham, 
63 years old, of Philadelphia, suc- 
cessor to the late Matthew Quay as 
the political power of Pennsylvania, 
and president of the Philadelphia Na- 
tional league baseball club, died sud- 
denly here while at his dinner table. 
He had been HI for some years from 
Bright’s disease, together with a heart 
affection, and had been nursing his 
health for a long time. 

Born Oct. 24, 1856, in Philadel- 
phia, Durham attended the Philadel- 
phia public schools and took up the 
trade of a bricklayer. Not long after 
Durham engaged in the flour business 
with his father and continued in it un- 
til he entered politics, about twenty- 
eight years ago. 

He was recognized by every Repub- 
lican worker in Philadelphia as their 
leader. He succeeded in building up 
a tollowing of friends and supporters 
which no other single political leader 
ever had before or since. 

In state politics Durham was always 
a follower of the late United States 
Senator Quay.

Trial of New Aeroplane

Washington, June 29.—Owing to a 
strong wind Monday afternoon the 
Wright brothers failed to make their 
initial aeroplane flight of the year at 
Fort Myer. Although several thou- 
sand persons sizzled in the hot sun on 
the Fort Myer drill grounds, the 
Wrights decided that the wind was too 
strong and too uncertain for a flight 
with a new and untried machine. 

Wilbur Wright explained that the 
machine was a new one and that they 
never made a flight in an untried ma- 
chine until it had been tested in the 
best possible weather. “Unless the 
air is calm you can’t tell whether the 
machine is erring, or whether some 
little fault is caused by the wind,” he 
added. He said they would make a 
flight as soon as ideal weather condi- 
tions presented an opportunity.

The public letter to the Ledger 
Monday night from Rey. A. Edwin 


Clattenberg of St. Chrysostom’s Epis- 
copal church concerning certain mat- 
ters connected with the Board of 
Directors of the Woodward Institute 
for Girls, ‘would seem to merit a 
further statement from somebody.

NEWSPAPER OBTAINED ORDER 


a Testimony of Certain Wit- 

| nesses to Combat Claim That New 
York World and Indianapolis News 
Libeled Noted Men—Attorney’s De- 
parture Causes Speculation as to 
His Attitude In Sugar Trust Case 


| New York, June 30.—Sailing from 
| this city on a Cunard liner was United 
| States District Attorney Henry A. 
| Wise, who is bound for the French 
capital on a quest connected with the 
suit for libel against the New York 
World and the Indianapolis News in 
| which the federal government is in- 
terested. 

The going abroad of the government 
prosecutor for this district follows the 
obtaining of an order in the United 
States district court by the publisher 

| or the World for the examination of 
certain witnesses residing in Paris. 
Mr. Wise will take depositions of his 
own, and the counsel for the defendant 
| will be present at the examination of 
The United States at- 


his witnesses. 
torney received an order from the 
United States circuit court a month 


ago to go to Paris. 

The proceedings against the World 
and the Indianapolis News were be- 
| gun in Washington on Jan. 18, when 
subpoenas for witnesses were issued. 
Indictments were found there on Feb. 
17 and in this city on March 4. The 
indictments in Washington were 
against the proprietors of both papers 
and the editors of the World, while in 
this city they were against Mr. Van 
Hamm, managing editor of the World, 
and the Press Publishing company, 
which publishes the World. An effort 
is being made in Indianapolis to take 
Mr. Williams and Mr. Smith of the 
News to Washington for trial. 

The complainants in the prosecution 
are former President Roosevelt, Pres- 
ident Taft, Senator Root, J. P. Mor- 
gan, Charles P. Taft, Douglas Robin- 
son and William Nelson Cromwell, 
who assert that the World and the 
News libeled them by declaring that 
there were dishonest proceedings in 
the sale of the rights of the old French 
Panama company to the United States 
government. 

Conflicting reports as to the gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company, the so- 
called sugar trust, became current 
here with the departure of Wise. 

Mr. Wise was quoted on one hand 
as saying that he was through with 
any attempt at prosecuting the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company so far as 


its relations with the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refining company were con- 


cerned, because of the statute of limi- 
tations. 

On the other hand, it was said that 

other evidence might be unearthed, 
which would not be affected by the 
statute and with this as a basis the 
prosecution would proceed. And aside 
from prosecution based on the nego- 
tiations with the Philadelphia concern 
| the general understanding is that the 
government's plan to proceed with a 
general suit under the anti-trust law 
will go along uninterrupted. 

The present grand jury investigation 
concerns directors of the so-called 
trust, individually, charging con- 
spiracy under a criminal clause of the 
Sherman act. Whether the federal 
grand jury will continue its inquiry 
during Wise’s absence has not been 
made known.
